Initiated by the Laboratory’s Technology Commercialization Office, a new Data Profile, January 1999
pilot program that targets regional businesses to help the business
further develop and commercialize their technologies. 10
companies were assisted with awards ranging from $12,500 up
$22,500 for a total investment of approximately $180,000.

Contributed $100,00 to the New Mexico Park and Ride Express Program to

help support the implementation of a mass transit system between
Santa Fe, Los Alamos, and Espafiola.

Increased regional procurement by 41.5%, up by $92.6 million, from fiscal
year 1996.

Invested $1.6 million in small business technical assistance and technology
development projects.

Devoted over 1000 hours of staff time to economic development planning

and 1000 hours to telecommunications infrastructure
development.

Required the Laboratory’s major subcontractors to contribute to economic

development efforts as part of their performance evaluation.
Examples: Day-Zimmerman Inc. parent company of PTLA
established an Espafiola operations center that will create 100 jobs
for the region. Johnson Controls Northern New Mexico is
building a business development center in Espafiola. This center,
will, among other activities enable local vendors to prepare food
for retail sales in a certified kitchen.
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
